Mayor Don Fulton has an­ 
swered charges made Friday by 
Attorney Robert Dempster who 
says

petitions to bring about a vote on

Fulton denied a charge made 
by Dempster that city officials 
are afraid to let the matter come 
to a vote. He said petitions such 
as the one being circulated are 
part of the democratic process. 
The group, whose' backers 
refuse to make their names 
public, is seeking 
to return 
from the present city manager 
form to a mayor-council form. 


During an interview Friday 
with three members of the press 
Dempster charged that the $1.3 
million budget was far too high 
for a city the size of Sikeston. 


Fulton replied that the budget 
of Poplar Bluff, a city ap­ 
proximately Sikeston’s size, is 
$3,217,013. 
Cape 
Girardeau’s 
budget is $7,960,255, he said. 
Dempster said during the 
interview that Dexter, with its 
mayor form of government, was 
an 
example 
of a 
well-run 
community. 


Dempster said he could not 
give any comparison between 
the cost of running Dexter and 
the cost of running Sikeston. 
Figures compiled by the Daily 
Standard show that Dexter has 
well under one-half of Sikeston’s 
population (6,024 residents to 
14,699), and well-under half the 
land area (3.2 square miles to 8), 
yet Dexter’s budget is almost 
half that of Sikeston’s ($600,000 
to $1.3 million). 
Fulton said Sikeston’s budget 
has increased less than the 
inflation rate. 
Dempster told the press that 
Sikeston’s tax rate had fallen 
because assessments had risen, 
not because of efficiencies in the 
city manager form of govern­ 
ment. 
“The city’s assessed valuation 
increased an average of two per 
cent per year for the last four 
years, while inflation has in­ 
creased an average of 7.4 per 
cent per year,” Fulton said. 
“ The city’s tax rate has 
decreased 25 per cent, or 49 
cents over the past 16 years,”

“The system concentrates the 
responsibility of managing an 
organization in one position that

Fulton said. 
Dempster said during the 
interview 
that Sikeston will 
probably have to hire a city 
administrator to operate the 
day-to-day functions of the city 
if the mayor form of govern­ 
ment 
is adopted. 
Dempster 
estimated 
that 
a 
city 
ad­ 
ministrator could be hired for 
$20,000, or $5,000 less than City 
Manager Charles Church's 
salary. 
“A city administrator is only 
responsible to the mayor, is 
subject to the political decisions 
of a mayor, and is not respon­ 
sible to the entire city council,” 
Fulton said. 
The city manager’s budget, 
Fulton said, represents less than 
.03 per cent of the total budget. 
Fulton also denied Dempster’s 
charge that city police are in­ 
structed to write tickets to meet 
their payroll. Dempster later 
backed away from the charge 
during the interview. 
“The city police department 
averages about three speeding 
arrests per day, which is not 
excessive,” Fulton said. 
Twice during the interview, 
Dempster 
said 
that 
when 
federal revenue sharing came to 
an end, the city would be in the 
same financial condition as New 
York City which is virtually 
bankrupt. 
“The city’s revenue sharing 
funds are budgeted for capital 
improvements, so the city could 
continue 
operating 
if 
the 
revenue sharing program was 
eliminated,” Fulton said. 
Dempster also criticized the 
money received by the city 
attorney and the police judge. 
City Attorney Manuel Drumm 
receives $11,300 and City Judge 
Tom Gilmore receives $5,200. 
Dempster said the positions 
are honorary and should be 
filled by persons working for 
“substantially less.” 
Fulton said Drumm provides 
legal advice to the council, city 


manager, 
city 
boards 
and 
commissions.

THE FOOLISH FARM ER 


Americans — and, 
more especially, American 
politicians — are inclined to think much more about 
domestic problems than those on the international level. 
In a typical survey, one Representative in Washington 
recently asked his constituents for their opinions on 
busing, crime, government spending, economy, energy, 
education and environment. All very important, yes. 
Unfortunately, not one question was asked concerning 
our military strength, or our foreign policy, and certainly 
no question on the subject of the world balance of power. 
If we may indulge in the use of parable, the situation is 
similar to that of a foolish farmer — and, thank Heaven, 
there are very few in America — wholse farm of several 
hundred acres lies alongside a broad river. The problems 
of managing the farm are large and complex. The far­ 
mer spends many hours in making hard decisions. What 
kind of crops should he plant this year? How much of his 
acreage should be devoted to one crop, and how much to 
another? How much fertilizer is he going to need, and 
what is the cost going to be? What kind of expensive 
equipment will he need to buy, replace, or repair? When 
will be the best time to plow, and to plant? And when will 
be the best time to bring in the harvest? If all of his 
calculations are correct, maybe — just maybe — his 
income will exceed his investment. 
For some strange reason, however, nowhere in his 
calculations does he consider the fact that a little ways 
downstream a dam is being built. The builders of the 
dam have made it abundantly clear that they are going to 
continue to build the dam higher. The water level in the 
river is plainly higher than it used to be, and indeed, 
several farms downstream have already been flooded. 
But the farmer says, “Whatever happens to those other 
farms is noneof my business.The smart thing to do is to 
take care of my own, immediate affairs. I have enough 
problems.” 
There are not many foolish farmers, but there seem to 
be a lot of foolish Americans — especially politicians. 
The builders of Soviet imperialism have made it clear 
that they intend to build their empire higher. The flood- 
waters of Soviet dictatorship have already exterminated 
freedom over one-third of the world’s landmass, 
destroying many countries who (unfortunately for them) 
were “downstream” from us. Year after year the Soviet 
empire grows, and freedom diminishes. Yet altogether 
too many people continue to give all of their time and 
attention to purely “domestic” issues. The flood waters 
aren’t that far downstream.

One immediate benefit from the economic summit 
conference being held in San Juan, Puerto Rico, by 
President Ford and six other western leaders, plus some 
750 assorted diplomats, aides and security personnel, 
may be a shot in the arm for the tourism industry in the 
Caribbean. 
The VIP’s, of course, will have enjoyed VIP treatment, 
which is something the ordinary visitor to the area has 
noticed a scarcity of in recent years. 
The Carribean had a record 6.9 million tourists in 1974. 
Then came the worldwide recession. That, coupled with 
increasing reports that the natives were less than 
friendly, resulted in an average drop of 10 per cent in 
tourism in 1974. 
Now the same two factors, or their opposites, are 
responsible for a substantial recovery which the 
Caribbean Tourism Association is projecting for this 
year: a marked improvement in the economy and a 
positive turnaround in the attitudes of islanders to 
vacationers. 
Facing up to the validity of many tourist complaints, 
Caribean governments are taking a more active role in 
people-to-people programs aimed at wooing visitors and 
making them want to come back. 
The Bahamian government, for instance, has in­ 
troduced a recognition program to reward individuals 
for their work in the tourism industry, and new resort 
employe training schools. Guadeloupe has also started 
employe schools to improve visitor services. Jamaica 
has taken to radio in its appeals to treat tourists like 
guests. 
One of the most ambitious programs is in Puerto Rico, 
where the island’s Tourism Development Company and 
the private sector have instituted TIGER (Training in 
Guest- Employe Relations). By taking the parts of both 
tourist and employe, participants in the program learn 
how to cope with typical situations in a way that leaves 
both the employe and the tourist happy. 
So far, well over 1,000 employees, including bellhops, 
maids and waiters, have taken part in TIGER seminars

A company spokesman points 
out that the decline in earnings 
reflected the serious situation 
which the company faces in 
continuing to provide adequate 
service to its customers. As he 
put it, “At a time when interest 
rates 
are 
breaking 
record- 
s...electricity demands and our 
construction 
needs 
are 
also 
greatest. We need a much im­ 
proved earnings performance if 
we are to continue a building 
program that forces us to spend 
more than $2 million every 
working day to meet the future 
energy needs of our customers.’’

$592 million for new facilities

against pollution and the need to 
revitalize

should give mass transit top 
priority, experts in government 
and business agree. 
To

imaginative 
engineering in this area, the

Administration, an agency of 
the U.S. Department of Tran­ 
sportation, has announced it will 
pay up to 80 per cent of the cost 
of three demonstration transit 
projects in three cities. Each 
could cost an estimated $20 
million to $50 million. As of last

Project.” 


“People mover” may be a 
misnomer, 
since it suggests 
something 
like

moving 
sidewalk. The goal, rather, is 
that of innovative mass transit 
systems that do not involve the 
high construction and operating 
costs 
of 
traditional 
tran­ 
sportation and which would be 
attractive 
and 
convenient 
enough to wean people away 
from their automobiles. 
Subways, 
for 
exam ple, 
receive serious consideration 
only for the largest cities, and 
these 
have 
not 
always 
d em onstrated 
un qualified 
success. Buses and minibuses 
are more practical for smaller 
cities, but their service leaves 
much to be desired in cost, 
quality 
and 
environmental 
impact. 
Of particular interest is a 
system being constructed for 
Duke 
University 
by 
Otis 
Elevator Co. Minicars, riding on 
a thin film of air rather than 
wheels and carrying up to 30 
passengers per car, will provide 
automatic, 
computer-directed 
service for passengers between 
two buildings at the university’s 
medical center—something like 
horizontal elevators. 
With variations, the system 
could be adapted to congested 
areas in big cities, say company 
engineers, and be extended as 
far as 10 miles from city centers 
to perimeter parking lots, where 
inbound commuters could leave 
their automobiles. 
Installation costs of such a 
system, 
which the company 
calls Automated Guideway 
Transit, would be on the order of 
one-tenth those for subways. 
Energy use per passenger trip in 
built-up areas is estimated at 
from one-tenth to one-thirtieth 
that of private automobiles. 
Two other companies with 
experience in moving people, 
Boeing and Rohr, are also in the 
running and are expected to bid 
for a piece of the demonstration

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FTC Bow to Big Oil

WASHINGTON - 
The 
Federal Trade Commission is 
supposed to protect the public 
from rigged prices. Yet it has 
dropped a case that its staff says 
would have brought down the 
prices of automobile accessories. 
The staff developed evidence 
that Amoco, Exxon, Sohio and 
Standard Oil of California were 
restraining competition. The 
four oil giants jointly own the 
Atlas Supply Co., which sells 
tires, batteries and accessories. 
Through Atlas, the oil com­ 
panies allegedly were able to 
manipulate prices. They ac­ 
complished this, according to 
confidential FTC memos, by 
restricting the distribution of 
Atlas accessories and keeping 
them out of the hands of discoun­ 
ters. 
The FTC staff wanted to break 
the tight hold of the four oil com­ 
panies on Atlas products. This 
would have increased competi­ 
tion, resulting in Tower prices to 
consumers on the two largest 
volume products, tires and bat­ 
teries,” states one confidential 
memo. 
Yet the FTC, despite the 
strong objections of staff in­ 
vestigators, refused to take the 
four oil companies to court In­ 
stead, the FTC filed a “Part IT 


complaint against the quartet. 
This was a cozy backroom pro­ 
cedure which permitted the 
companies to conduct secret 
negotiations and to seek an out- 
of-court settlement without pain­ 
ful publicity. 
The dosed-door negotiations 
dragged on for several months, 
but the FTC staff was unable to 
bring the oil companies to terms. 
One FTC proposal would have 
made Atlas products available to 
independent wholesalers, who 
could then compete with the four 
oil giants for the business of 
retail dealers. 
Another proposal would have 
barred the four companies from 
assigning their chief marketing 
officials to serve together on the 
Atlas board. The board is now 
dominated by the Big Four’s 
marketing specialists, who have 
developed and implemented an­ 
ticompetitive practices. 
But the oil barons, in the 
secrecy of the FTC backrooms, 
refused to cooperate. A confiden­ 
tial memo, summarizing the 
negotiations, reported bluntly: 
“The respondents’ final settle­ 
ment offer includes only token 
concessions ._ and would fail to 
prevent Atlas from continuing to 
be a medium for collusion.” 
Frustrated over the oilmen’s 


unwillingness to compromise, 
the FTC staff broke off negotia­ 
tions. A sharpy worded memo, 
signed by several high-level 
staff members, recommended 
that the FTC file a formal com­ 
plaint in court to break ig> Atlas. 
“On any scale,” declares the 
memo, “the anticompetitive 
aspects inherent in this com­ 
bination outweigh any possible 
benefits ... Divestiture is an es­ 
sential remedy.” 
But the FTC, like other 
regulatory agencies, is overrun 
by the lawyers and lobbyists of 
the corporations that are sup­ 
posed to be regulated. The com­ 
missioners, their actions hidden 
from the public, refused to file 
suit against the four oil giants. 
This made the staff so angry 
that it recommended dropping 
the whole matter and the FTC 
voted to close the file on the 
case. 
Footnote: An FTC spokesman 
said he couldn’t comment A 
spokesman from Atlas also 
refused to comment because of 
the case’s confidential matter. 
Army vs. Indians: Classified 
Army documents describe an 
attempt by the Army brass to 
take 757 acres from the Nis- 
qually Indians. 
Ironically, the leader of this 
landgrab, Maj. Gen. Volney 
Warner, was a leading partici­ 
pant in the 1973 Wounded Knee 
crisis. 
There is an even deeper irony. 
The land Warner wants is the 
former hunting ground of the 
famed Nisqually hero, Chief 
Leschi. He led the gallant Nis- 
qually tribe in its last iprising 
against the Army in 1850. For his 
heroic but futile stand, Leschi 
was hanged by the Army. 
Subsequently, the tribe was 
* 


confined to a 4,700-acre reserva­ 
tion in Washington state. All but 
the 757 acres were grabbed by 
the Army in 191& Now the Army 
wants the remaining Nisqually 
land for a training area and fir­ 
ing range 
The classified documents show 
the Army wanted to expropriate 
the acreage in 1972and 1973. The 
move was postponed, however, 
“in view of the Wounded Knee 
controversy.” The memo, signed 
by Maj. Gen. John Henlon, then 
commander of Fort Lewis, 
Wash., suggested: “We should 
await a more propitious time.” 
Again this year, the Army 
Engineers in another classified 
memo cited the “controversial 
nature” of the takeover and 
postponed it “at this time.” 
But Gen. Warner of Wounded 
Knee fame has now assumed 
command of Fort Lewis. He not 
only wants to confiscate the In­ 
dian acreage but he wants to 
negotiate with federal officials 
rather than talk directly with the 
Nisqualfys. 
The Indians have complained 
to us that they are being 
harassed, meanwhile, by the 
Army. They charge the Army 
has fobbed live artillery shells 
over their reservation, has 
buzzed Nisqually fishermen with 
helicopters and has invaded the 
reservation in tanks and trucks. 
Footnote Gen. Warner con­ 
firmed to us that he wants the 
land but says the Indians’ pro­ 
tests mean he probably will foil 
He swears he has cut off artillery 
firing over the reservation. His 
tanks and trucks crossed Indian 
land only once, he said, during 
an emergency. He denies com­ 
pletely that his helicopters have 
buzed the Indians.

SHOULD A DRUNK 
BE JAILED?

Illinois 
Senate voted 
recently to postpone for still 
another year the effective date 
for the decriminalization of 
public drunkeness. The vote 
followed 
neither 
party 
nor 
regional lines. Few legislative 
questions 
have 
been 
more 
confusing and confused. 
The idea of decriminalization 
is hardly controversial. It has 
been overwhelmingly accepted 
in principle by the Legislature. 
Everyone 
recognizes 
that 
treating drunks as criminals, 
and sending them off to sober up 
in 
institutions 
no 
more 
therapetuic than jails, is not the 
best policy. Alcoholism is so 
serious 
and 
so common 
a 
problem that society needs a 
public service centered c h i the 
care 
and 
treatment 
of 
alcoholics—a service with a 
better chance of rehabilitating 
drunkards 
and 
preventing 
lasting alcholism than jails. For 
public 
inebriates, 
jails 
are 
revolving doors out of which 
people often come in worse 
condition than when they en­ 
tered. 
The 
principal 
reason 
for 
postponing once again the im­ 
plementation of a program to 
route drunks to detoxification 
centers rather than jails is that 
the new system is not yet fully 
ready to function. There are 
neighborhoods and counties in 
which hospitals fear that their 
emergency 
rooms 
will 
be 
swamped towns where officials 
protest that they have no place 
more 
appropriate 
than 
the 
nearest jail to take an inebriate. 
But will a new system ever be 
fully ready on any effective 
date, in 1976, 1977, or later? 
Extensive 
if 
incomplete 
preparations have been made 
for putting the new policy into 


effect July 1—preparations that 
will be wasted in part if they are 
not put into use on schedule, and 
that will be hard to put together 
again later. Some contend that 
there may never be a time more 
favorable than now to embark 
on a new course that is generally 
recognized as desirable. 
A small amount of money is at 
issue, too. In question is next 
year’s 
appropriation 
for 
detoxification centers, purchase 
of care contracts, and tran­ 
sportation 
services. 
Some 
legislators may hope that delay 
will free money they want for 
other purposes. 
A further complication is a 
technical flaw in the im­ 
plementation legislation, a flaw 
which it is said would be hard or 
impossible to correct before 
July 1. In short, the state is not 
quite ready. But will post­ 
ponement for a whole year 
improve its readiness? 
One way through the dilem­ 
ma, neither wrecking systems in 
place nor plunging ahead with 
them prematurely, would be to 
choose a 
three-month 
post­ 
ponement.

could be the best course.

No Hoffa Clue: 
Federals probing silence of 
employer trustees on teamster 
fund’s huge gambling loans 
WASHINGTON - Well, it’s 
anniversary time. Jimmy Hoffa 
has been “disappeared” a year.

No conspiracy. Was sort of all in 
the family (not marital, just 
organizational). 
The bantam Teamster went 
out to meet some old friends.

He did. 
Actually, the highest federal 
investigative authorities say, at 
this moment they don’t know 
where his remains are. They do

Division, wants to know where 
the eight employer trustees 
have been all the time the $700 or 
800 million was being put into 
strange real estate loans. 
In addition to the Labor 
Department’s 
special 
unit 
directed 
by 
the tight-lipped 
Lawrence Lippe, questions are 
being asked of employers by the 
newest 
seluthing 
operation, 
OEBS - the Office of Employee 
Benefits Security. Its agents are 
all over the place. They’re X- 
raying the pension fund books of 
at least four or five other big 
industries. 
As for the Central States 
Teamsters 
fund, 
labor 
Department officials point to 
eight 
trucking 
industry 
representatives who must have 
had the collective voice of a 
turtle, as they watched the fund 
pour out hundreds of millions - 
in loans which don’t appear to 
have been amortized or to have 
yielded any interest. 
So 
government 
men 
now 
demand to know why no loud 
protest or vetoes all these years 
from the employer trustees on 
the 
joint 
16-man 
labor- 
management 
board 
who 
represnt: 
the 
National 
Automobile Transporter Labor 
council; 
the Motor Carriers 


Employers Conference, Central 
States; the Southwest Operators 
Assn.; the Southeastern Area 
Motor Carriers Labor Relations 
Assn.; the Cartage Employers 
Management 
Assn.; 
The 
Cleveland Draymen Assn. Inc. 
and the Northern Ohio Motor 
Truckers Assn., Inc. 
These are listed in the Labor 
Department records. 
This 
is mighty serious and 
could be expensive for the 
trustees and huge consortiums 
of truckers. The Labor-Justice 
Interdepartmental 
Committee 
is “looking for a specific actioi 
which can be questioned. Sinc< 
under ERISA, we have tl 
fiduciary 
responsibility^ 
prudence is what we look for.” 
This, according to one outside ? 
source. 
The 
entire 
Labor 
Department is under tight or­ 
ders not tospeak to the press. 
“They’re 
looking 
into 
the 
whole damn thing to appropriate 
remedies.” said my source. 
“Their heavy emphasis is in the 
context of looking at the process 
and methodologies which the 
fund has followed. Meaning, 
have there been 
imprudent 
investments?” 
So , with apologies to the 
French Revolution, I believe the 
fantastic

operating on the solgan of 
“ Fraternity, 
Prudentiality, 
‘Fiduciarity.’ ” Meaning, that if 
the union brohters’ cash wasn’t 
carefully invested, the trustees

fiduciary trustee can be ordered 
to make good any loss suffered

And what do Usery and his 
special agents have in mind?

Why no public outcry by the 
employer trustees?

THE PARABLE OF 
THE FOOLISH FARMER 


Americans 
— 
and, 
more 
especially, 
American 
politicians — are inclined to think much more about 
domestic problems than those on the international level. 
In a typical survey, one Representative in Washington 
recently asked his constituents for their opinions on 
busing, crime, government spending, economy, energy, 
education and environment. All very important, yes. 
Unfortunately, not one question was asked concerning 
our military strength, or our foreign policy, and certainly 
no question on the subject of the world balance of power. 
If we may indulge in the use of parable, the situation is 
similar to that of a foolish farmer — and, thank Heaven, 
there are very few in America — wholse farm of several 
hundred acres lies alongside a broad river. The problems 
of managing the farm are large and complex. The far­ 
mer spends many hours in making hard decisions. What 
kind of crops should he plant this year? How much of his 
acreage should be devoted to one crop, and how much to 
another? How much fertilizer is he going to need, and 
what is the cost going to be? What kind of expensive 
equipment will he need to buy, replace, or repair? When 
will be the best time to plow, and to plant? And when will 
be the best time to bring in the harvest? If all of his 
calculations are correct, maybe — just maybe — his 
income will exceed his investment. 
For some strange reason, however, nowhere in his 
calculations does he consider the fact that a little ways 
downstream a dam is being built. The builders of the 
dam have made it abundantly clear that they are going to 
continue to build the dam higher. The water level in the 
river is plainly higher than it used to be, and indeed, 
several farms downstream have already been flooded. 
But the farmer says, “Whatever happens to those other 
farms is noneof my business. The smart thing to do is to 
take care of my own, immediate affairs. I have enough 
problems.” 
There are not many foolish farmers, but there seem to 
be a lot of foolish Americans — especially politicians. 
The builders of Soviet imperialism have made it clear 
that they intend to build their empire higher. The flood- 
waters of Soviet dictatorship have already exterminated 
freedom 
over one-third of the world’s landmass, 
destroying many countries who (unfortunately for them) 
were “downstream” from us. Year after year the Soviet 
empire grows, and freedom diminishes. Yet altogether 
too many people continue to give all of their time and 
attention to purely “domestic” issues. The flood waters 
aren’t that far downstream.

RETURNS 
One immediate benefit from the economic summit 
conference being held in San Juan, Puerto Rico, by 
President Ford and six other western leaders, plus some 
750 assorted diplomats, aides and security personnel, 
may be a shot in the arm for the tourism industry in the 
Caribbean. 
The VIP’s, of course, will have enjoyed VIP treatment, 
which is something the ordinary visitor to the area has 
noticed a scarcity of in recent years. 
The Carribean had a record 6.9 million tourists in 1974. 
Then came the worldwide recession. That, coupled with 
increasing reports that the natives were less than 
friendly, resulted in an average drop of 10 per cent in 
tourism in 1974. 
Now the same two factors, or their opposites, are 
responsible for a 
substantial recovery which the 
Caribbean Tourism Association is projecting for this 
year: a marked improvement in the economy and a 
positive turnaround in the attitudes of islanders to 
vacationers. 
Facing up to the validity of many tourist complaints, 
Caribean governments are taking a more active role in 
people-to-people programs aimed at wooing visitors and 
making them want to come back. 
The Bahamian government, for instance, has in­ 
troduced a recognition program to reward individuals 
for their work in the tourism industry, and new resort 
employe training schools. Guadeloupe has also started 
employe schools to improve visitor services. Jamaica 
has taken to radio in its appeals to treat tourists like 
guests. 
One of the mo6t ambitious programs is in Puerto Rico, 
where the island’s Tourism Development Company and 
the private sector have instituted TIGER (Training in 
Guest Employe Relations) By taking the parts of both 
tourist and employe, participants in the program learn 
how to cope with typical situations in a way that leaves 
both the employe and the tourist happy. 
So far, well over 1,000 employees, including bellhops, 
maids and waiters, have taken part in TIGER seminars 
on Puerto Rico.

public drunkeness.

regional lines. Few legislative 
questions 
have 
been 
more 
confusing and confused. 
The idea of decriminalization 
is hardly controversial. It has 
been overwhelmingly accepted 
in principle by the Legislature. 
E veryone 
recognizes 
th a t 
treating drunks as crim inals, 
and sending them off to sober up 
in 
in stitu tio n s 
no 
m ore 
therapetuic than jails, is not the 
best policy. Alcoholism is so 
serious 
and 
so 
common 
a 
problem that society needs a 
public service centered on the 
c are 
and 
trea tm e n t 
of 
alcoholics—a 
service with 
a 
better chance of rehabilitating 
d ru n k ard s 
and 
p rev en tin g 
lasting alcholism than jails. For 
public 
inebriates, 
jails 
are 
revolving doors out of which 
people often come in worse 
condition than when they en­ 
tered. 
The 
principal 
reason 
for 
postponing once again the im ­ 
plementation of a program to 
route drunks to detoxification 
centers rather than jails is that 
the new system is not yet fully 
ready to function.

swamped towns where officials 
protest that they have no place

to avoid spoilage 


A record-breaking 19 to 23 
million Americans will take to 
the stove and the chopping 
boards to can foods at home this 
year. For most, the practice will 
represent a slight savings in 
money

satisfaction in eating their own 
produce long after the harvest is 
past. Others will benefit from 
substantial savings and a good 
start in feeding their families for 
the year. For a few, who use 
inadequate canning materials 
and fail to follow directions 
faithfully, home canning may 
mean grave health danger and 
possible death. 
Health and consumer expert 
Jean Carper brings the reader 
up-to-date in safe home-canning 
methods in the August issue of 
Reader’s Digest. Methods have 
changed; 
procedures 
once 
thought safe are no longer 
thought to be so; newer strains 
of some vegetables—especially 
tomatoes—are more susceptible 
to spoilage and must be treated 
with care. 
Above all, Carper declares, 
get reliable instructions (the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
is a dependable source, but 
there are others) and follow 
them to the letter. Don’t im­ 
provise, don’t alter recipes, 
don’t use shortcuts and use 
proper equipment. 
Failure to follow this advice 
can lead to food spilage or 
contamination with the toxin 
that causes botulism. “Eating 
only one spoonful of botulism- 
contaminated food can be 
fatal,” she says, pointing out 
that it is a highly heat-resistant 


bacteria. For high-acid food- 
s—pickles, relishes and fruit- 
s—a boiling-water bath is ad­ 
vised; for low-acid foods (in­ 
cluding some varieties of 
tomatoes) a pressure canner is 
considered safest. 
“If you do everything right, 
you shouldn’t have more than 
one out of every 100,000 jars 
spoil,” Carper writes. And that 
should take you through more 
than one summer. Enjoy your 
food and enjoy canning.

MONTREAL (AP) - The 
East Germans are leading, the 
Americans are on the rebound 
and the Russians are busily de­ 
nying rumors one of their pre­ 
mier athletes is among the 
missing at the XXI Olympic 
Games. 
American forces, down but 
not out after one of its worst 
days in Olympic history, turned 
Dark Saturday into Sunny Sun­ 
day with a gritty comeback 
that was sparked by one of the 
most dramatic moments of the 
Games — Shirley Babashoff’s 
last-gasp winning anchor leg in 
the women’s final swimming 
event, the 400-meter freestyle 
relay. 
That victory, the continued 
dominance of the men swim­ 
mers, and a couple of gold 
medal performances by track 
and field men — including Ed­ 
win Moses’ world record run in 
the 400 hurdles — served as the 
highlights of the American re­ 
vival that came just in the nick

of time. 
East Germany, however, won 
five of the eight men’s rowing 
finals, got a medal in every 
race and swept past the trou­ 
bled Russians into the gold 
medal lead with 26. They also 
have 17 silver and 10 bronze, a 
total of 53. Russia leads in total 
medals with a 24-24-22 gold-sil­ 
ver-bronze count. The United 
States, which won only 10 of the 
104 medals distributed Friday 
and Saturday, collected 18 of 66 
Sunday and has a 21-21-16 
count. 
And there was more trouble 
for the Russians, who will host 
the 1980 Games in Moscow. 
They’ve twice been accused of 
attempting to influence judges 
and had one of their modern 
pentathlon athletes kicked out 
for cheating. This time the 
problem involved unconfirmed 
reports that Valeriy Borzov, 
winner of both the 100 and 200 
meter dashes in 1972, either has 
defected or been kidnaped. 
The Russians denied it. Mik­ 
hail Efimov, the Russian Olym­ 
pic press attache, said Borzov 
was in the Village “and every­ 
thing is okay with him.” 
A spokesman for the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police said 
they investigated and were as­ 
sured the Russian sprnter “is 
in good hands. ” 
The reports were fueled by 
Borzov’s absence from the 200 
trials and the sudden cancella­ 
tion of a speaking engagement 
by his coach. The Soviet press 
attache said Borzov was with­ 
drawn from the race because 
he had aggravated an old in­ 
jury and added that he will 
compete in the 400-meter relay 
later this week. 
The schedule today includes 
five track and field finals, with 
the Americans hoping for a 
one-two finish from Dave Rob­ 
erts, Gainsville, Fla., and Earl 
Bell, Jonesboro, Ark., in the 
pole vault. Medals also will be 
awarded in the men’s 200-meter 
dash, 10,000 meters and javelin 
and the women’s 800. 
The men’s basketball team, 
apparently headed for another 
showdown with the Russians, 
plays Canada in a semifinal 
game.

in the other. The winners meet 
for the gold medal which the 
Russians won in a controversial 
final in Munich in 1972. The 
American women could gain a 
silver against Czechoslovakia. 
Also on the schedule are fi­ 
nals in fencing, cycling, judo 
and the men’s platform diving. 
Swimming ended last night. 
And it ended on a high note for 
the deeply frustrated American 
women who were facing their 
first gold medal shutout since 
1952. It was averted by an al­ 
most superhuman performance 
by 19-year-old Shirley Baba- 
shoff, of Fountain Valley, Ca­ 
lif., and three of her team­ 
mates. 
It was a last-gasp thing. Go­ 
ing into the last event, the 
Americans hadn’t won. Miss 
Babashoff had collected three 
silver medals, including one in 
the exhausting 800 meters just 
an hour earlier. They were fac­ 
ing the broad-shouldered East 
German women, winners of all 
but one event. 
And the American girls won 
it by the touch of Miss Baba­ 
shoff’s fingertips over the East 
Germans in world record time 
of 3 minutes, 44.82 seconds. 
“I’m very happy with all my 
medals,” Miss Babashoff said. 
“I did my very best in every 
race. In the relay, I just got a 
little more help.”

Russia won the women’s plat­ 
form diving with Deborah Wil­ 
son, Columbus, Ohio, third. 
The American men, even 
more dominant than the East 
German women, reeled off two 
more in a string of victories 
that became almost routine. 
Jim Montgomery, Madison, 
Wis., took the 100 freestyle in 
49.99 and became the first man 
to crack 50 seconds. Jack Baba­ 
shoff, Shirley’s brother, was 
second in 50.81. Rod Strachan, 
Santa Ana, Calif., won the 400 
individual medley in 4:23.68, 
another world record. 
Tim 
McKee, Newton Square, Pa., 
was second in 4:24.62. 
In all, the American men won 
12 of the 13 swimming events, 
set world records in 11 of them 
and accumulated 12 gold, 10 sil­ 
ver and 5 bronze medals in the 
strongest performance in the 
history of the Games. 
They were kept from a sweep 
only by the victory of Scot­ 
land’s David Wilkie over John 
Hencken, Santa Clara, Calif., 
Saturday night in 200 breastst­ 
roke. 
“We aren’t going to cry about 
that,” said 6-foot-6 John Naber, 
Menlo Park, Calif., who collect­ 
ed four gold medals and a sil­ 
ver. 
Hencken’s loss came just as 
the American team seemed on 
the verge of collapse with the 
East Germans and Russians 
taking advantage of one of 
America’s worst days ever to 
. run up a big lead in medals. 
But track and field victories 
by the lanky, 6-foot-2 Moses 
and massive Mac Wilkins in the 
discus Sunday, along with the 
United States’ first individual 
gold in three-day equestrian, by 
Tad Coffin, helped greatly to 
restore American prestige 
the 6-foot-4, 250-pound Wil­ 
kins, from Eugene, Ore., won 
the discus with a heave of 221- 
5, well off his own record but 
good enough to win.
